Nation-wide' opinion prior lo election day*' had crys- 
tallizetl about the feeling that a Kennedy victory would 
mean a landslide while a win by the vice-president would 
entail a much closer striiggk. The results, in one of the 
most bitterly contested elections in American history, have 

S roved 'otherwise niul r:iised thc'sombrc thought that the 
lixon campaign, had it been more skillfully maiiiaged, 
' might have put his obvious popularity to' far better use. . 

This 'sympathy cult* operates on r the promise that 
.^^^Nixdri^Viru : forced to contest the election on. an 'isstte over 
'TaîS'^fotv'wihich he had little, if any, enthusiasin. It had 
become painfiilly obvious eai-ly in the campaign that both 
candidates virtually agreed with regard to questions of 
foreign and domestic policy.
